THOSE LINDSAY RESOLUTIONS. 


Senator W hite Concludes Ills Speech In 
O pposition to H awaii—-Dr. M iquel’s 
F ru it Decree M odified—R ein­ 
deer Shipped For Use In 
th e K londike Regions. 


W a sn i (TOTON, Feb. 5.—When the cable 
as to the prospective quarantine of 
American horses by Germany was 
shown to Chairman Hitt of the house 
foreign affairs committee he said this 
move was clearly a part of the general 
movement toward exclusion shown by 
the recent action against American fruit. 
His colleague on the foreign affairs 
committee, Mr. Adams (Penn.), said the 
dispatch suggested that it was time to 
discover a bacillus in German wines, 
and it would be desirable also to de­ 
termine as to the sanitary character of 
the process of making German sugar 
sent to the United States. 
Mr. Congius (la.), another member of 
the foreign affairs committee, said; 
“Our state department should give dis­ 
tinct notice that if there is any desire to 
stop trade with us this should be done 
iu a straight tor ward way and not by in­ 
directly attacking oar products on sani­ 
tary grounds " 
Chairman Din Arley of the ways and 
means committee said this was in 
line with tho German action on /Vineri­ 
es ti fruit. 
A quarai.tine was not an ab­ 
solute prohibition, however, Mr Ding­ 
ily said. and it remained to be seen wore short 
whether a quarantine so vigorous as to 
bo a prohibit.on would be put in force. 
The officials of the agricultural de­ 
partment emphatically discredit the 
probability of American horses carry­ 
ing the influenza into Germany and say 
that if they do develop it after importa­ 
tion it is contracted from animals in 
that country. 


United States Conrt of A ppeals Renders 
a Decision In IU Favor. 
CmcAOO, Feb. 5.—The glucose trust 
will be strengthened by the opinion of 
the United States circuit court of ap­ 
peals yesterday sustaining its patents. 
The effect oi the decision, if accepted 
in other districts, will be to give the 
glucose trust a monopoly of the manu­ 
facture of glucose syrups. 
At least the 
decision being law in the circuit com­ 
posed of the states of Indiana, Illinois 
aud Wisconsin will drive out much com­ 
petition. Heavy damages are alleged in 
the bill filed aud upon which the patent 
is now sustained, $1,000,000 being tho 
amount asked for. The suit was brought 
by the Chicago Sugar Refining com­ 
pany against the Charles Pope Glucose 
company. 
Tint decision of the court of appeals is 
a reversal of the decision of Judge Gross- 
con a year aero. Judge Grosscup held 
that there was no novelty in the patent. 
It was simply the adaptation of an old 
process to a new purpose, and as such 
was not patentable.

Some While Fronting the Hepatic*, Some 
Vt tile Running and Other* While Ley* 
lug on the Ground — Woman 
Jeered While Assisting In the 
Cure of the Wounded. 


W ilkekrarre, Pa , Feb. 5.—Dr. Kel­ 
ler, a ho assisted in dressing the wounds 
aud examining the dead at the Lattimer 
shooting last fall, was on the stand in 
the trial of Sheriff Martin yesterday. 
The doctor mentioned in order each of 
the SO patients taken to the Hazelton 
hospital aud described their wounds 
minutely. 
It was evident that they 
had been shot in all positions—some 
while fronting the deputies, some while 
miming sway aud some while lying on 
the ground in the hope of escaping in­ 
jury. 
Forty-six wounds on 39 men 
were indicted by 44-caliber Winchester 
ballets, and only a small part of them 
were caused by buckshot. 
The defense in its cross-examination 
conducted by ex-States Attorney Gen­ 
eral Palmer asked the doctor to classify 
the wounds as to the positions of the 
men when shot. The classification was 
as follows: Shot directly in front, five; 
indirectly in front, nine; directly in the 
side, IS; indirectly in the side, six; di­ 
rectly in tile rear, three; indirectly in 
the rear, eight. 
Of the 39 patients, seven died in the 
hospital, two are still there and 30 have 
been discharged, all of them cured ex­ 
cept one. 
Miss Grace Coyle, Principal Gaseous 
assistant at the Latimer school, proved 
to be the most important wit ness of the 
day. She said she was standing on the 
porch of the schoolhouse aud saw the 
deputies line up along the roadside. 
Thou the strikers approached quietly 
and in order. The sheriff stopped them, 
but she did not see any of them attack 
him. Some of them cried, “Go ahead," 
and a few strikers poshed past the sher­ 
iff. At that moment a shot was fired, 
then came another and in an instant a 
volley. 
“ I helped many of the wounded strik­ 
ers who fell near the schoolhouse and 
did not see any weapons on any of them. 
While I was helping them a deputy sher­ 
iff named Ross jeered at me as he 
walked about smoking a cigar. 
I said: 
‘You ought to go to Cuba.’ Another 
deputy, Clark, laughed and I said to 
him: ‘Do you think you’ve done a glori­ 
ous deed today!’ I called two more of 
them bums." 
Miss Coyle made a good witness for 
the commonwealth, but in the cross­ 
examination she also made a good wit­ 
ness for the defense. 
The defease w ill 
try to prove that the people of Latimer 
were very much afraid of the strikers 
and became much alarmed when they 
heard they were coming. Gascott, the 
principal of the school, had denied that 
his scholars were frightened. 
Mise Coyle said on this point: “Short­ 
ly before 4 o’clock Miss Cora Heinbacb 
came to the school and said: ‘The strik­ 
ers are coming and I want my little Mi­ 
ter to go home with me.’ I excused the 
little girl aud then thought it best to 
dismiss the class so they could get home 
before the strikers came."

Several women are planning this fall 
to en tor tho New York ( allege of Vet­ 
erinary Surgeons, with a view of taking 
the three years’ course and qualifying 
with the degree of D. V. S. 
They w ill form tho first woman’s 
class in a veterinary college in this 
country’, though France lias one gradu­ 
ate and there uro a few in tier many 
and Russia. 
The names of five young women have 
already been enrolled in the institution, 
and letters of inquiry are being received 
from others every day. Dr. E. N. L* avy 
has been assigned by tho faculty to form 
tho class. 
From the letters which Dr. Leary has 
received it appears that most of the 
young women who intend to study will 
do so with the idea of earning a living.

■Washington, Feb. 6.—W hen the cable 
as to the prospective quarantine of 
American horse** by Germany was 
shown to Chairman H itt of the house 
foreign affairs committee he said this 
move was clearly a part of the general 
movement toward exclusion shown by 
the recent action agaiast American fruit. 
His colleague on the foreign affairs 
committee, Mr. Adams (Penn.), said the 
dispatch suggested that it was time to 
discover a bacillus in German wines, 
and it woald be desirable also to de­ 
termine as to the sanitary character of 
the process of making German sugar 
sent to the United States. 
Mr. Cousins < la.), another member of 
the foreign affairs committee, said: 
“ Our state departm ent should give dis­ 
tinct notice that if there is any desire to 
stop trade with us this should be done 
iu a straight! or wa rd way and not by in­ 
directly attacking our products on sani­ 
tary grounds ” 
Chairman Dingier of the ways and 
means committee said this was in 
line with the Gorman action on Ameri­ 
can fruit. 
A quarantine was not sn ab­ 
solute prohibition, however, Mr. Ding­ 
ier said, and it remained to be seen 
whether a quarantine no vigorous as to 
be a prohibition would be put in faros. 
The officials of the agricultural de­ 
partm ent emphatically discredit the 
probability of American horses carry­ 
ing the influenza into Germany and say 
that if they do develop it after importa­ 
tion it is ex tracted from anim Ga in 
that country.

The l e i I fore ie Reenter 
Fin tehee Speech 
Against A neexntion. 
W ash in g to n, Feb. A.—Senator White 
concluded his three days' speech in op­ 
position to the annexation of Hawaii 
in tho executive aesaon of the semite. 
In his speech yesterday he made some 
didttioaal points against the availabil­ 
ity of Hawaii for defensive purposes, 
saying that it is 500 milos from th* out­ 
side islands of the group to other is­ 
lands. This fact, he said, demonstrated 
that numerous poi ut* must be guarded 
from ho* tile assault and that a power­ 
ful navy would be required to accomplish 
this; that this immeuse expenditure 
will be without benefit to our defense* 
cm the continent. 
He declared that as 
soon as Hawaii was acquired it would 
be contended that oar domains should 
be extended to other islands and we 
would finally embark upon tim foreign 
acquisition business involving an out­ 
lay of millions of dollars. 
Senator Wnile quoted at length from 
a speech mad.- in the senate in 1894 by 
Senator T ar pie, of Indiana, in which 
the Indiana senator said that however 
desirable the acquisition of the islands 
might be, the United States could not 
afford to take them by “stealth, by any 
process of furtive legerdemain or gilded 
larceny sprang from the bandit maxim, 
miscalled the policy of success.'*

The effect or tile decision, if accepted 
in other districts, will be to give the 
glucose trust a monopoly of the manu­ 
facture of glucose syrups. 
At least the

Heavy damages are alleged in 
the bill flied and upon which the patent 
is now sustained, $1,000,000 being the 
amount asked for. The suit was brought 
by the Chicago Sugar Refining com­ 
pany against the Charles Pope Glucose 
company. 
The decision of the court of appeals is 
a rev* rral of the decision of Judge Gross- 
cnn a rear ago. 
Judge Grosscnp held 
that there was no novelty in the patent.

Further Testimony Regarding the 
Shooting of Miners at Latimer. 


HOW THE STRIKERS WERE SHOT 


Sera* W hile Fronting the Depot!#*, Nome 
VI tile (Intitling and Other* While Lay­ 
ing on the Ground — Woman 
Jeered W hile Auguring In the 
C ire of the Wounded. 


W ilkesba h u e, Pa , Feb. 5 —Dr. Kel­ 
ler, who assisted in dressing the wounds 
and examining the dead at the Lattimer 
shooting last fail, was on the stand in 
the trial of Sheriff Martin yesterday. 
The doctor mentioned in order each of 
the 89 patients taken to the Hazelton 
hospital aud described their wounds 
minutely. 
It was evident that they 
had been shot in alt positions—some 
while fronting the deputies, some while 
running away uud some while lying ou 
the ground in the hope of escaping in­ 
jury. 
Forty-six wounds on 39 men 
were inflicted by 44-caliber W inchester 
ballets, and only a small part of them 
w ere e lased by buckshot 
The defense in its cross-examination 
conducted by ex-States Attorney Gen­ 
eral Palmer asked the doctor to classify 
the wound- as to the positions of the 
men when shot. The classification was 
as follows: Shot directly in front, five; 
indirectly in front, nine; directly in the 
side, lo; indirectly in the side, six; di­ 
rectly iu the rear, three; indirectly in 
the rear, eight. 
Of the 39 patients, w ren died in the 
hospital, two are still there and 30 have 
been discharged, all of them cured ex­ 
cept (me. 
Miss Grace Coyle, Principal Gaseou s 
assistant at the Latimer school, proved 
to be the most important witness of the 
day. 
.-'he said she was standing on the 
porch of the schoolhouse aud saw the 
deputies line up along the roadside. 
Then the strikers approached quietly 
and in order. 
The sheriff stopped them. 
but she did not see any of them attack 
him. Borne of them cried, “ Go ahead,’’ 
and a few striker* pushed past the sher­ 
iff. 
At ti tat moment a shot was fired, 
then came another and in an instant a 
volley. 
“ I helped many of the wounded strik­ 
ers who fell near the schoolhouse and 
did not see any weapons on any of them. 
While I was helping them a deputy sher­ 
iff uatned Ross jeered at me as he 
walked about smoking a cigar. 
I said: 
‘You ought to go to Cuba.’ 
Another 
deputy, Clark, laughed and I said to 
him: ‘Do you think yon’ve done a glori­ 
ous deed today!* I called two more of 
them bums.” 
Miss Coyle made a good witness for 
the commonwealth, bot in the croes- 
examiuatiou she also made a good w it­ 
ness for the defense. 
The defense w iii 
try to prove that the people of Latimer 
were very mach afraid of the strikers 
and became mach alarmed when they 
heard they were coming. 
Guacott, the 
principal of the school, had denied that 
his scholars were frightened. 
Mise Coyle said on this point: “ Short­ 
ly before 4 o'clock Mum Cora Hem bach 
came to the school and said: ‘The strik­ 
ers are coming and I want my little sis­ 
ter to go home with me.' 
I excused the 
little girl and then thought it best to 
dismiss the cis** so they could get home 
before the strikers (am e."

Louis more numerously than usual at 
this date, and the distribution of dry 
goods, boots aud slices aud drugs is ac­ 
tive. 
In the northwest better trade is re­ 
ported and cold weather has helped the 
distribution of seasonable goods. 
At the south trade is reported im­ 
proved at several important centers and 
the total of January business is said to 
be above the average. 
Alaskan business on the Pacific coast 
is still very active, but export trade in 
cereals is small. 
Rain is needed in Cali­ 
fornia or crops will be considerably 
shortened. 
Steadiness in prices has bi on a feature 
of the week, the only decreases now 
noted tieing in wheat, corn aud flour on 
& speculative reaction, and iu lead, while 
the prices of oats, beef aud coffee are 
higher.

Pa , Feb. 5.—Dr. Kel­ 
ler, who assisted in dressing the wounds 
and examining the dead at the Lattimer 
shooting last fail, wa* on the stand in 
the trial of Sheriff Martin yesterday. 
The doctor mentioned in order m eh of 
the 39 patients taken to the Hazelton 
hospital aud described their wounds 
minutely. 
It was evident that they 
had been shot in all position*—some 
while fronting tile deputies, some while 
running away aud some while lying on 
the ground in the hope of escaping in­ 
jury. 
Forty-six wounds on 39 men 
were inflicted by 44-caliber W inchester 
ballets, and only a small part of them 
were caused by buckshot. 
The defense in it* cross-examination 
conducted by ex-State* Attorney Gen­ 
eral Palmer asked the doctor to classify 
the wounds as to the positions of the 
men when shot. 
The classification was 
as follows: Shot directly in front, five; 
indirectly in front, nine; directly in the 
side, 15; indirectly in the side, six; di­ 
rectly in the rear, three; indirectly in 
the rear, eight. 
S 
Of the 39 patients, seven died in the 
hospital, two are still there and 30 have 
been discharged, all of them cured ex­ 
cept one. 
Miss Grace Coyle, Principal Gaseou s 
assistant at the Latimer school, proved 
to be the most important witness of the 
day. 
She said site was standing on the 
porch of the schoolhouse aud saw the 
deputies line up along the roadside. 
Then the strikers approach ©ti quietly 
and in order. 
The sheriff stopped them, 
i but she did not see any of them attack 
him. Some of them cried, “Go ahead,” 
and a few strikers pushed past the sher­ 
iff. 
At tiiat moment a shot was fired, 
then came another and in an instant a 
volley. 
“ I helped many of the wounded strik­ 
ers who fell near the schoolhouse and 
did not see any weapons on any of them. 
While I was helping them a deputy sher­ 
iff named Ross jeered at me as he 
walked about smoking a cigar. 
I said: 
’Yon ought to go to Cuba. ’ 
Another 
deputy, ULark, laughed and I said to 
him: ’Do you think you’ve done a glori­ 
ous deed today!' I called two more of 
them bums.” 
Miss Coyle made a good witness for 
the commonwealth, hat in the cross­ 
examination she also made a good w it­ 
ness for the defense. 
The defense w ill 
try to prove that the people of Latimer 
were very mach afraid of the strikers 
and became much alarmed when they 
heard they ware coming. 
Gusoott, the 
principal of the school, had denied that 
his scholars were frightened. 
Mise Coyle said on this point: “Short­ 
ly before 4 o'clock Miss Cora Hein bach 
came to the school and said: ’The strik­ 
ers are coming and I want my little sis­ 
ter to go home with me.’ I excused the 
little girl and then thought it best to 
dismiss the class so they could get home 
before the strikers came.”

Women Veterinarians. 
8eve.ruI women are planning this fall 
to enter tho New York (College of Vet­ 
erinary Surgeons, with a view of faking 
the three years’ course and qualifying 
with the degree of D. V. 8. 
They will form tho first woman’s 
class in a veterinary college in this 
country, though France lias one gradu­ 
ate and there are a few in Germany 
and Russia. 
The names of five young women have 
already In en enrolled in the institution, 
and letters of inquiry are being received 
from others every day.
